Six Sentenced to Death 


BURGOS (AP) - A military court today handed 
down death sentences for six persons in the Burgos 
trial of 16 Basque extremists. 
The sentences will now go to Gen. l^rancisco 
Franco to be commuted or confirmed. 
Three of the six were sentenced to death by firing 
squad -tw ice. The unusual measure indicated the 
reaction of the court to the last day of trial when the 
16 arose in mass and tried to attack court-martial 
members. 
There was no immediate indication when Franco 
would act on the sentences. The three receiving two 
death sentences each were Francisco Javier Izco, 29; 
Eduardo Uriate, 25, and Jaoquin Gorostidi, 26, who 
led the charge against the court. 
The prosecution had asked for six death sentences 
and more than 700 years in prison for all 16. 
The sentences, if carried out, were expet ted to 
inflame leftist and student groups and labor groups 
across Spain.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Un­

Schulman, who s t a r t e d 
Canterbury Belts in 1956, did 
so well that he was able to 
retire at 38. But he turned up 
in the business world again 
about two years ago as presi­ 
dent of Off the Cuff Acces­ 
sories. 
"I was happy just being a 
bum," he said. But in a con­ 
versation with a friend who 
had been a d e s i g n e r for 
Shields and a vice president 
in charge of packaging for 
R'.vlon, the two men decided 
nere was a 
void 
in the 
men’s jewelry field and Off 
the Cuff was born. Originally 
they formed a partnership. 
Now Schulman runs the firm 
himself. 


“There were only about 
two companies in this field,” 
he said. 
“There was room 
tor new thinking." 


That Harold should have 
referred 
to 
himself 
as 
a 
“ bum” is amusing consider­ 
ing his background. He re­ 
ceived his m aster’s degree 
in e d u c a t i o n from Long 
Island University and was 
on the faculty there while 
working on his doctorate. He 
also taught the mentally re­ 
tarded. But he’s a boating 
addict, too. And when he re­ 
tired the first time, he was 
happy 
"bumming" 
around 
on his boat. 


Schulman is an avid col­ 
lector of art, buttons and 
cigar bands. And his first 
collection of enameled cuff 
links was patterened after 
old cigar bands. His art links 
are inspired by the work of 
the Impressionists, e a r l y 
Cubists and Pop artists. 


The enameling p r o c e s s 
used is a revived 18th-cen­ 
tury French vitreous process 
and

secret. 
It is 
all done 
in 
Europe. The old and new 
masters' designs are sten­ 
ciled in black and white and 
then women fill in the color, 
w o r k i n g with a fine hair 
brush and a m a g n i f y i n g 
glass. 


"It’s an a s s e m b l y line 
p r o c e s s , ” Schulman said. 
"Each one does a different 
color."

One of his new ideas is 
putting 1797 livery medals 
that belonged to an English 
duke on a collector’s line of 
cuff links. He f o u n d the 
medals on one of his fre­ 
quent antique expeditions. 
"If I have a set of six or 
eight, I see that only one 
pair is sold in any one sec­ 
tion of the country so that 
the aflluent man who has 
everything won’t be dining 
with his e q u a l l y affluent 
f r i e n d wearing duplicate 
links,” he said with a grin. 


Off the Cuff has shirting- 
s t r i p e links, links of old 
movie stars which Harold 
calls "the film can,” repro­ 
ductions of art works and 
many other designs beauti­ 
fully done in enamel. And in 
addition the firm has the 
license to produce the ele­ 
gant but traditional Euro­ 
pean cuff links for Lanvin. 


Schulman is a man with 
talent and imagination and 
he has obviously linked his 
name to a company that has 
achieved success right off 
the cuff.

Chef Helmut Rothermel can 
direct his staff how to cook just 
abo ut 
a n y t h i n g 
off 
the 
top of his head; from country pate 
to lobster pie. 


“ I don’t work from recipes,” 
said the 32-year-old German-born 
executive chef of the Bear M oun­ 
tain Inn, an alpine-type retreat 
high above the Hudson River. “ I 
cook from feeling It has to come 
from within.” 
He gesticulated with emotion, 
like a symphony conductor re­ 
calling past musical triumphs. 


Helmut is certain about one 
thing. The tricks they taught him 
in cooking school can’t hold a 
candle to what he learned working 
up through the culinary ranks in 
hotel kitchens from Hammelbach 
in his native Germany to New 
York City. 
"Sure they teach you in chef’s 
school,” Helmut recalled. “They 
teach you to make Hollandaisc 
sauce and give you a couple of 
days to do it. But they don’t teach 
you to make Hollandaisc with the 
dinner deadline coming up. And 
they don’t teach you how to fix the 
sauce in a hurry, if something goes 
wrong.” 
Helmut Rothermel decided at 
the age of five that he wanted to be 
a cook or a hair dresser 
“ they 
were both creative.” Nine years 
later, he was working as an ap­ 
prentice in a hotel near Heidelberg 
doing all the menial jobs. He also 
enrolled as a student cook at the 
Hotel Faschsule in Darmstadt. 
“ After three years we had to 
take a series of tests,” he recalled 


“There was a practical test 
I 
had to cook stuffed duck 
and 
an oral one in which the board 
asked me all sorts of questions, 
such as where did rice come from 
and what foods are important in 
various diets. And finally there 
was a written test.” 
The students were graded by a 
board of 15 experts, including 
noted chefs, maitre d’hotels, and 
hotel owners 
Helmut passed all 
the e.am s and was certified as a 
cook at the age of 17. 
H elm ut's 
real apprenticeship 
began then, in resorts and hotel 
kitchens in Stockholm, the British 
Channel Islands and New York 
Gradually he ascended the cu­ 
linary ladder from commis or 
beginning cook, to sauce chef and 
then rotating cook who substituted 
for all the specialty chefs on their 
days off.

We are expecting a great deal of interest by farmers in this new plan because of its need 
and simplicity. Essentially the plan is this. The association and land bank establish a 
maximum line of credit and obligate themselves to advance loans up to that maximum 
amount for periods of 5 or 10 years depending on whether the loan is written for 20 or 
26 to 35 years." 


What are the advantages? Quite a few,’ says Robertson. "The way I see it, a farmer 
owning or buying land can benefit from this new OPEN-END FARM LOAN because (1) 
he will have a guaranteed line of credit, (2) he will be able to take advantage of 
opportunities for capital investments quickly, (3) he can plan his financing of capital 
needs over a given number of years, (4) he will have more flexibility in the use of long­ 
term credit and (5) he can get his long- term money more quickly without the expense he 
would have to pay to get a new loan. 


When will the new OPEN-END FARM LOAN be available? "Right now," said Robertson.

Khrushchev Memoirs 
Publishedin Book Form

The 
Khrushchev 
memoirs 
illustrate the complex character 
of Nikita S. Khrushchev end 
provide clues to what made him 
one 
of 
the 
world’s 
most 
spectacular political figures in 
his time. 
What was there about this 
roly poly with the amiable grin 
which permitted him to rise 
from the mines, where he and 
his 
fa th e r 
had 
begrimed 
themselves with back-breaking 
toil, to become one of the most 
powerful men on eart h? 
In the memoirs, published 
today in bock form, the former 
premier and Communist party 
chief of the Soviet Union shows 
himself as a man who always was 
enormously ambitious and who 
in his younger days developed a 
mighty thirst for power. 
A n o t h e r 
side 
to 
his 
personality, as illustrated by his 
words, shows him as a man with 
a wide streak of honest peasant 
in him. He seems to have had a 
large capacity for indignation, 
although often this, even by his 
own accounts, was misdirected. 
K h ru s h c h e v 
co uld 
be 
terrifying 
when 
the 
occasion 
demanded, but his reminiscences 
make it appear that he rather 
regretted the means he had to 


use 
to 
climb 
to 
political 
eminence. He probably did what 
he was told to do because it 
would lead him where he wanted 
to go -Ho the top. If he did not 
particularly like what he had to 
do, he was a realist about it. 
S t a l i n ' s 
e n e m i e s 
were 
automatically enemies of the 
people. 
Somebody 
had 
to 
liquidate them. When the job fell 
'to Khrushchev in the Ukraine, 
he oversaw it with customary 
thoroughness. 
Yet, his words often suggest 
he would have preferred to be 
Khrushchev the likeable. That 
was the gregarious side of him. 
He would have liked to like 
people, to like even Americans 
and other foreigners, and he gave 


them the impression of being 
outgiving. 
The other side, the side of 
the suspicious Russian, the side 
which could not help being wary 
of others, imputed to foreigners 
as well as to potential rivals at 
home 
the 
worst of possible 
intentions. 
Direct 
and 
blunt 
himself, 
Khrushchev confesses to having 
been baffled by Mao Tse-tung 
and 
the 
Communist Chinese 
with their devious ways, just ti 
he was deeply puzzled by the 
seeming illogicality of the Arabs 
whom 
his regime befriended. 
The deviousness of the Soviet 
leadership was of a different 
sort, along side the Chinese, 
often seeming so transparent as 
to be almost childish. 
Khrushchev’s 
words 
show 
him as the sort of man who 
could be both bombastic and 
crude and make others like this 
because of the sort of impish 
charm 
that 
accompanied 
it. 


Sometimes Khrushchev displays 
s naivete far out of proportion 
to his renown. 
Khrushchev could puncture 
pomposity 
even 
among 
hi* 
important hosts abroad and get 
away with it, probably because 
that was what one might expect 
of Khrushchev. 
Khrushchev lays bare a long 
catalogue of the sins of Stalin 
and most of the other members 
of the Politburo of that ora, but 
he says nothing of his own sins. 
Like 
Khrushchev himself, his 
memoirs 
often 
are 
wildly 
s el f c o n t r a d i c to r y , 
h u t 
Khrushchev 
has 
a 
way 
of 
contradicting 
himself 
in 
i 
positive way that his hearers are 
not too likely to question. 
The memoirs illustrate time 
and again Khrudichev’s engaging 
flair for impetuously blurting 
out what happens to be on his 
mind, even when it might haw 
been dangerous to him. It must 
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have been so on occasions at 
what was called the "Nearby 
Dacha," Stalin’s hideout. 
On occasion Khrushchev—by 
his 
account—disagreed 
with 
Stalin and trembled in his boots 
as he did so. But he got away 
with it. 
He escaped Stalin's 
wrath, the while realizing that he 
and others near the top of the 
ladde r 
w ere 
" t e m p o r a r y 
people,’’ 
who 
upon 
losing 
Stalin’s trust 
would 
be 
"no 
longer smong the living.” 
Stalin, 
Khrushchev 
says, 
liked him. So, apparently, did 
others on the Politburo, even 
those who plotted against him. 
It is probable they liked him 
because 
his greed for power 
aside—he had a way of himself 
liking 
almost 
everyone 
with 
whom he came in contact. 


Perhaps this instantaneous, 
impulsive liking of other people 
helped Khruahoev risa so high. 
Perhaps others could hardly help 
but respond. 
The 
book, 
"Khrushchev 
Remembers”, is published by 
Little, Brown. It expands the 
material published serially by 
Life magazine.

The dramatic and near-disas­ 
trous flight ot Apollo 13 was so 
voted by the editors and news 
directors of The Associated Press 
member newspapers and

The alarm from space came at 
10:08 p.m E S T April 13 when an 
explosion 
all 
but crippled the 
moon bound space vehicle, chang­ 
ing a normal flight into an epic 
journey of suspense that ended 
when the three astronauts safely 
splashed into the Pacific four days 
later. 
The whole world seemed to 
sigh in relief as church bells rang 
out and many stopped to pray. 
Apollo 13 was two days from 
the moon landing bearing astro­ 
nauts James A. Lovell Jr., Fred 
W Haise Jr. and John L. Swigert 
Jr. when the accident occurred 
As oxygen supplies fell low, the 
three men moved back into the 
moon landing vehicle which be­ 
came their lifeboat in space 
Helped by ground control in 
Houston, the astronauts guided 
their wounded spacecraft around 
the moon and headed back to­ 
wards earth as the space men and 
technicians on 
earth 
ad-libbed 
flight procedures. 
On their return, the astronauts 
were greeted in Hawaii by Presi­ 
dent Nixon who presented them 
with 
Medals of freedom 
and 
said: “ You did not reach the 
moon. But you reached the hearts 
of millions of people on earth by 
what you did " 
For a moment, at least, the 
peoples and leaders of the world 
seemed bound together by the 
peril of their fellow human beings 
in the hostile emptiness of space 
Communist Premier Alexei Kosy­ 
gin said he was hoping for the 
safe return of the astronauts. So 
did Pope Paul V I Arabs gathered 
in mosques, Jews at the Wailing 
Wall.

POINTED TOWARD 
GOVERNOR’S MANSION 
JEFFERSON CITY ~ When

(D-Hillsboro) led the aucceaaful

personal 
income tax increaee last spring, 
some said it was only to spite 
Gov. Warren E. Hearaes.

Hie Blackwell-Heames feud

Blackwell

turned to (he referendum after

the 
Heames-supported income tax 
increase in the Legislature last 
year. 
At the time he first began to

Blackwell sat comfortably atop 
the 
S e n a te ’s 
D em ocratic 
leadership as speaker pro tern. 
He 
was 
an 
obvious 
party 
contender for governor when 
Hearnes steps down in 1972. 
But all that changed. The 
Senate ousted the blond battler 
from his post after a struggle in 
which he tried to retain the job 
by refusing to accept motions to 
consider a leadership change. 
Believing, 
perhaps 
rightly, 
that Heames had masterminded 
his downfall, Blackwell has been 
a thorn in the side of the 
governor ever since. 
C u r i o u s l y 
t h o u g h , 
Blackwell’s most recent thrusts 
were not marked by the old 
malice toward Heames, at least 
on the surface. 
Blackwell aimed his sharpest 
barbs at Mental Health director 
G e o r g e

Legislature, which he said is 
incapable of resisting revenue 
pressures from state agencies. 
Instead of concentrating on 
Heames, Blackwell posed as the

crusader,

During the final day of the

Blackwell down, he waved a 
handful of telegrams supporting 
his fight as evidence the people 
agree with his stand. 
He now clings zealously to

use of very high doses may cause 
organic brain damage.

Heroin and other addictive 
drugs are mostly smuggled into 
this country, and big amounts 
get in despite the best combined 
efforts of many law enforcement 
agencies.

For the first time 
in years, some members of the 
in-group have adopted a not -all

on 
the 
chic 
radicalism 
that 
pervades 
some 
intellectual 
salons. 
This new development can be 
seen in some of the small but 
influential magazines that are 
the bibles of the community. In 
Com m entary, Prof. 
Nathan 
Glazer, a Harvard sociologist, 
states that student radicalism has 
caused him to switch from “mild 
.radical" to mild conservative. At 
the 
sam e 
tim e, 
Norman 
Podhoretz, 
the 
publication’s 
chief and author of “Making It,” 
writes that he has followed a 
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similar path. 
And Philip Rahv, founder in 
1934 of the one-time Trotskyite 
- line Partisan Review, dismisses 
the “vacuous counsels of the Old 
Left” and attacks the New Left 
as “an inchoate mass of political 
groupings.” Writing in the first 
issue of Modern Occasions, his 
new political - literary quarterly, 
Rahv says that ‘.revolution is a 
process, not a happening,” and 
goes on to denounce the “sub- 
literary genre of pornography.” 
In recent issues. Commentary 
has described radical talk about 
political repression as nonsense, 
labeled the Black Panthers a 
menace, 
called 
the 
women’s 
liberation movement silly and 
branded The New York Review 
of Books, a major intellectual 
publication of the New Left, as 
anti - American. The December 
issue mounts a massive attack on 
the youthful counter - culture, 
including 
Charles 
A. 
Reich’s 
“The Greening of America.” In 
his 
column, 
Podhoretz 
calls 
so m e 
o f 
th e 
a ttitu d e s 
surrounding 
the 
counter 
culture “the new hypocrisies” 
a n d 
d escrib es 
th em 
as 
“ i n s e n s i t i v e , 
i n c u r i o us , 
unimaginative and smug.” 
W r i t i n g 
of 
his 
own 
ideological shift, Glazer said one 
explanation for it was that "the 
character of radicalism changed 
over the course of the decade.” 
The radicalism of the 1950s had 
much 
in 
c o m m o n 
with 
conservatism, he notes, including 
the 
bias 
against 
government 


intervention and the belief that 
the 
theoretical 
and 
political 
structure built by the liberals did 
not work. But the 1960s saw 
radicalism taken over by those 
“squarely in the succession to 
the simple - minded, grotesque, 
freedom - denying radicalism of 
the Leninists and Stalinists of 
the 1930s.” 
G la z e r’s 
article 
led 
to 
considerable soul - searching by 
some of his fellow intellectuals. 
Dwight Macdonald, the critic, 
says: “ I’m not a radical now in 
the 
sense of believing in 
a 
revolutionary 
solution, 
but 
I 
d o n ’t 
f e e l 
par t i cu l ar l y 
conservative.” Irving Kristol, co 
-editor of The Public Interest, 
observed: 
"I 
started 
moving 
right a long time ago.” 
Michael Harrington, author 
of “The Other America” and 
chairman of the Socialist Party, 
replied that what Glazer saw as 
conservatism 
is 
merely 
“a 
reaction to pseudo - radicalism.” 
And Irving Howe, the editor of 
Dissent, declared: “I can’t tell 
the 
difference 
between 
the 
revolutionaries and the counter - 
revolutionaries.” 
There is no confusion in the 
columns 
of 
The 
New 
York 
Review of Books. “When the 
people of a country discover that 
their faith has been abused by 
leaders 
in 
whom 
they 
have 
placed 
more 
trust 
than was 
wise,” 
writes 
Jason 
Epstein, 
"...some,

the editor of 
C o m m e n t a r y , 
i m a g i n e 
conspiracies.

“The evidence clearly show s,’’ he pointed out to the judge, 
“ th at the door iatch had been defective for weeks prior to my 
harrowing experience.” 
“The trouble w asn’t with the latch,” responded Jake. “ It was 
with Steve. When the latch stuck, he lost his head. Instead of 
pounding on the door like a wild m an, he should have exercised a 
little patience. I would have gotten him o u t.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you make Jake pay for the 
injury to fearful Steve? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES

proprietor of a place of business cannot escape the responsibility 
of having carelessly placed a custom er in a dangerous situation 
merely because the victim in fright, frenzy or panic adds to his 
danger by an act which, in a later m om ent o f contem plation, m ight 
seem to have been unwise. Steve’s overreacting, concluded the 
judge, did not excuse Jak e’s original negligence in perm itting the 
defective door latch to remain unrepaired. (Based upon a 1968

Six Sentenced to Death 


BURGOS (AP) — A military court today handed 
down death sentences for six persons in the Burgos 
trial of 16 Basque extremists. 
The sentences will now go to Gen. Francisco 
Franco to be com m uted or confirmed. 
Three of the six were sentenced to death by firing 
squad —twice. The unusual measure indicated the 
reaction of the court to the last day of trial w hen the 
16 arose in mass and tried to attack court-martial 
members. 
There was no immediate indication when Franco 
would act on the sentences. The three receiving two 
death sentences each were Francisco Javier Izco, 29; 
Eduardo Uriate, 25, and Jaoquin Gorostidi, 26, who 
led the charge against the court. 
The prosecution had asked for six death sentences 
and more than 700 years in prison for all 16. 
The sentences, if carried out, were expected to 
inflame leftist and student groups and labor groups 
across Spain.

NKW Y O R K — (NEA»—Un­ 
til r e c e n t l y men weren’t 
faced with the daily "What

And Harold Schul- 
man, an enterprising New 
Yorker, is even making it 
necessary for a fellow to de­ 
cide whether he wants to 
wear Van Gogh, Toulouse 
Lautrec, W. C. Fields or 
Charlie Chaplin on his shirt 
cuffs. 
Schulman, who s t a r t e d 
Canterbury Belts in 1956. did 
so well that he was able to 
retire at 38 But he turned up 
in the business world again 
about two years ago as presi­ 
dent of Off the Cuff Acces­ 
sories. 
" I was happy just being a 
bum,” he said. But in a con­ 
versation with a friend who 
had been a d e s i gn e r for 
Shields and a vice president 
in charge of packaging for 
R ' vlon. the two men decided 
nere was a void in the 
men’s jewelry field and Off 
the Cuff was born. Originally 
they formed a partnership. 
Now Schulman runs the firm 
himself. 


“ There were only about 
two companies in this field," 
he said 
'There was room 
tor new thinking.’’ 


That Harold should have 
leferred 
to himself as a 
"bum" is amusing consider­ 
ing his background. He re­ 
ceived his master’s degree 
in e d u c a t i o n from Long 
Island University and was 
on the faculty there while 
working on his doctorate He 
also taught the mentally re­ 
tarded 
But he’s a boating 
addict, too. And when he re­ 
tired the first time, he was 
happy 
‘‘bumming" around 
on his boat. 


Schulman is an avid col­ 
lector of art, buttons and 
cigar bands. And his first 
collection of enameled cuff 
links was patterened after 
old cigar bands His art links 
are inspired by the work of 
the Impressionists, e a r l y 
Cubists and Pop artists. 


The enameling p r o c e s s 
used is a revived 18th-cen­ 
tury French vitreous process 
and 
a 
closely g ua r d e d 
secret. 
It is all done in 
Europe. The old and new 
masters’ designs are sten­ 
ciled in black and white and 
then women fill in the color, 
w o r k i n g with a fine hair 
brush and a m a g n i f y i n g 
glass.

Khrushchev Memoirs 
Publishedin Book Form

provide clues to what made him 
one

What was there about this 
roly poly with the amiable grin 
which 
perm itted him 
to 
rise 
from the mines, where he and 
h is 
f a th e r 
h a d 
begrimed 
themselves with 
back-breaking 
toil, to becom e one of the m ost 
powerful men on earth? 
In 
the m em oirs, published 
today in bor k form, the form er 
premier and Com m uniat party 
chief of the Soviet Union shows 
himaelf as a man who always was 
enorm ously am bitious and who 
in his younger days developed a 
m ighty thirst for power. 
A n o th e r 
sid e 
to 
his 
personality, as illustrated by his 
words, shows him as a man with 
a wide streak of honest peasant 
in him. He seems to have had a 
large capacity for indignation, 
ilthough often thia, even by his 
own accounts, was misdirected. 
K h ru s h c h e v 
c o u ld 
be 
terrifying 
when 
the 
occasion 
dem anded, but his reminiarences 
make it appear that he rather 
regretted the m eans he had to 


use 
to 
clim b 
to 
political 
eminence. He probably did what 
he was told to do because it 
would lead him where he wanted 
to go —to the top. If he did not 
particularly like what he had to 
do, he was a realist about it. 
S t a l i n ' s

to Khrushchev in the Ukraine,

He would have liked to like 
people, to like even Americans 
and other foreigners, and he gave

befriended. 
The deviousness of the Soviet 
leadership 
was o f a different 
sort, along side 
the Chinese, 
often seeming so transparent as 
to he alm ost childish. 
Khrushchev’s 
words 
show 
him as the sort of man who 
could be both bom bastic and 
crude and make others like this 
because of the sort of impish 
charm 
that 
accompanied 
it. 


Sometimes Khrushchev displays 
a naivete far out of proportion 
to his renown. 
Khrushchev could puncture 
pom posity 
even 
among 
his 
im portant hosts abroad and get 
away with it, probably because 
that was what one might expect 
of Khrushchev. 
Khrushchev lays bare a long 
catalogue of the sins of Stalin 
and most of the other members 
of the Politburo of that era, but 
he says nothing of his own sins.

Khrushchev himself,

often

s e 1f c o n t r a d i c t o r y , 
h u t 
Khrushchev 
has a 
way

positive way that his hearers are 
not too likely to question. 
The m em oirs illustrate time 
and again Khrushchev's engaging 
flair for impetuously blurting 
out what happens to be on his 
mind, even when it might have 
been dangerous to him. It m ust 
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have heen so on occasions at 
what was called the “ Nearby 
Dacha,' Stalin’s hideout. 
On occasion Khrushchev^ by 
h is 
account- disagreed 
with 
Stalin and trem bled in his boots 
as he did so. But he got away 
with 
it. 
He 
escaped 
Stalin's 
wrath, the while realizing that he 
and others near the top o f the 
l a d d e r 
w ere 
" t e m p o r a r y 
people,”

upon 
losing 
Stalin’s 
trust 
would 
he 
“ no 
longer smong the living.” 
S talin , 
Khrushchev 
says, 
liked him. So, apparently, did 
others on the Politburo, even 
those who plotted against him. 
It is probable they liked him 
because 
his greed for power 
aside—he had a way of himself 
liking 
alm ost 
everyone 
with 
whom he came in contact. 


Perhaps this instantaneous, 
impulsive liking of other people 
helped Khrushcev rise so high. 
Perhaps others could hardly help 
but respond.

some said it was only to spite 
Gov. Warren E. Hearaes.
